A large congregation of men and 
women, boys and girls, with hearts 
full of love and gratitude, assembled 
together in the Union church Sunday 
morning to do honor to the memory of 
their mothers. Some of them are still 
with their children, While others have 
been removed to the home above, with 
its higher joys and nobler services- 

The hymns, solos, and anthems by 
the united choirs, of the church; the 
recitations by members of the Sunday 
school and addresses by the pastor 
and Sam McDonald were such as to 
awaken in every responsive heart 
feelings in harmony with thp spirit of 
the service. 

Rev. J. N. Brunton in the course 
of his address on “The Mother and the 
Cross” said that many of the great¬ 
est battles have been fought and are 
being fought today by mothers who 
have given their all in the struggle 
for religious freedom and equality. It 
is to show our brave mothers whose 
lives have been one long chain of 
sacrifice for us, that we realize what 
they have done for us and are doing 
for us, and to remember too the brave 
sacrificing mothers who are no longer 
with us that we are assembled to¬ 
gether this morning. 

We are surprised to learn from Luke 
11:36 that the reward which Jesus 
eame to bring should cut deepest into 
the mothers heart and yeit we find the 
words to be true. Evmw bullet that 
strikes a soldier on battlefield, 
every sword lifted against her son is 
thrust through the mothers heart. 
Every true mother carries in hhe 
heart a burden of anxiety for her 
children. We have heard mothers say 
that their -children never caused them 
a moment’s anxiety. It is the nature 
of good motii^rs to be anxious about 
their children, the better the mother, 
the greater the anxiety and the 
heavier the burden she carries. No 
mother had a more dutiful boy than 
Mary had in Jesus, yet no son caused 
his mother so much anxiety. A true 
mother is most sensitive to what is 
said about her son, but when that son 
comes before the public and becomes 
the subject of criticism this sensitive¬ 
ness turns into pain. I have known of j 
public men keeping the newspapers 
out of their mother’s sight lest they 
should be pained by the criticism of 
their enemies. 

Mary’s heart was grieved when she 
beheld the growing unpopularity of 
her son and the anger and hatred 
which he excited, the tide of feeling 
that rose up against Him as He dis¬ 
sipated the worldly expectations of 
the multitude that cried “Hosanna” 
one day and the next day they cried, 
“Crucify Him, Crucify Him.” And as

THOSE MOVIE SALARIES 

Motion picture theatre managers 
who have been paying from 5300 to 
$200 for a week’s use of first run 
feature Aims and going bankrupt on 
it will be interested to leam some¬ 
thing about the big movie star salaries 
that have been used as an excuse to 
keep prices up, remarks the Vancouver 
Sun. The investigation in New York 
of one company as a trust, brings out 
the fact that when a movie star re¬ 
ceived a certain price for making one 
or more pictures that star was sup¬ 
posed to pay all the costs of manufac¬ 
ture out of that price. Thus .when 
Charlie Chaplin contracted to deliver 
eight pictures for 51,000,000, the 
51,000,000 was not clear profit Charlie 
had to bear all the costs of sets, 
lighting, staff salaries, film negatives, 
travelling expenses, scenarios and 
photography. The real factor in the 
industry that keeps prices up for the 
public and keeps theatre owners poor, 
is the profiteer somewhere in the mid¬ 
dle who is yet to be searched out aq< 
eliminated. 

DO NOT LICK STAMP 

Always place the stamps in the up¬ 
per right-hand corner of tre envelope, 
well clear of the address, and by the 
way, when you are putting them on, 
remember to moisten the envelope, 
not the stamp! You see, the trouble 
is that if you lick the stamp, in the 
good old-fashioned way, you may in 
a moment of enthusiasm remove too 
much of that very necessary mucilage 
which should keep it in place on your 
letter. So just moisten the envelope 
and press the stamp down firmly upon 
it,—as we ’said before, in the upper 
right-hand comer,—making sure be¬ 
fore dropping the letter in the street 
letter box or post office receiver that 
there is no danger of the stamp com¬ 
ing off while on its way through the 
mails, for if it.does, then although the 
letter will be sent on to its destina¬ 
tion, the person to whom it is ad¬ 
dressed may have to ‘pay up’ on ac¬ 
count of the missing postage, and may 
make uncomplimentary remarks accor¬ 
dingly about your carelessness.”

Calgary Herald: Word received of 
oil wells owned by Calgary men com¬ 
ing in brings to mind what may be 
expected to occur when real oil-pro¬ 
ducers are tapped in the Coutts coun¬ 
try.

Vancouver Sun: If the narcotic drug 
discovered by the United States nar¬ 
cotic department and now being In¬ 
vestigated by police officials in Van¬ 
couver turns out to be as effective as 
is claimed, the most serious part of 
the drug problem will have been 
solved.

HOW TO ADDRESS MAIL MATTER 

Be sure to have your mail addressed 
properly before you post it. Do you 
know that every year our post offices 
get over sixteen million incorrectly or 
insufficiently addressed pieces of mail 
matter to handle. Itis safe to say 
that in ninety per cent of these canes, 
the wrong addressing or insufficiently 
addressing of such mail is due to care¬ 
lessness, and it results in delay in de¬ 
livery, with possible inconvenience to 
the sender or the addressee, which 
could all have been avoided had a lit¬ 
tle more care been taken in getting the 
mail ready. Here are some points*to 
remember when preparing your letters 
and parcels for mailing, which will 
help us to give you the best possible 
service: 

.Address clearly and fully, including 
street and numbr, or box number if 
the addressee receives his mail in a 
box. 

Use ink, whoever possible. 

Don’t forget to give the province, 
otherwise difficulty may adise,—for 
instance, mail intended for Woodstock, 
Ontario, may go to Woodstock, New 
Brunswick. 

Place your own address in the upper 
left-hand comer, in case for some rea¬ 
son it is necessary to return tre letter 
or parcel to you. If it is a parcel you 
are mailing, put your name and ad¬ 
dress on the inside as well as on the 
outside wrapper, for the paper may 
become tom. 

Be sure to keep your own address 
distinct from the address proper. 

THEY MUST NOTIFY 

Owners of livestock in the prov¬ 
ince who have been driving stock from 
point to point have been ignoring pro¬ 
visions of the Stock Inspection Act, 
which provides that an owner must 
notify the livestock commissioner ' or 
the nearest provincial policeman, of 
his intention to remove the stock. 
Tfiis . notice must reach the official 
prior to the removal of stock, and 
must also set out the number of and 
brands on the animals, or, in case of 
no brand, the age, sex and color of 
the animal. A copy of this notice 
must be put in the hands of the man 
who Is to drive the stock. 

TELEPHONE STATISTICS 

There are nearly 40,000 miles of 
long distance circuit mileage in the 
province of Alberta, according to the 
annual report of the Telephone De¬ 
partment of the government, now In 
print. There are 968 places in the 
province having government phone 
connection, and there are 217 places 
outside the province with which the 
Alberta system connects. Of these, 
78 are in the States, 33 in British 
Columbia, and 106 in Saskatchewan. 
There is a total of 26,334 exchange 
subscribers’ lines, and 20,617 rural 
subscribers’ lines in the province. 


The Shelby oil field appears to be a 
real one. There are 68 wells produc¬ 
ing around 200 to 250 barrels a piece 
per day, one well going better than 
1400 barrel of oil 'ft day. It is ex¬ 
pected that 1000 rigs will be drilling 
this year. Shelby is not a desirable 
place to live in and the claim is made 
that it has only rained three times In 
the last ten years.

THE AMUSEMENT TAX 

There was an increase of about 
52,900 in the receipts of the motion 
picture branch of the government in 
1922 over 1921, according to the an¬ 
nual report of Howard Douglas, in 
charge of that branch. For the first 
four months of 1923 a considerable in¬ 
crease in reeipts over the same 
months of last year is noticed. The 
receipts in-1922 in this branch totalled 

5206.623.61. The recetpto from the 
amusements tax alone atnounted to 

5183.933.61. The total number of ad¬ 
missions to theatres and entertain¬ 
ments, hockey matches, etc., during 
the year in the province was 5,571,179, 
or an average daily of 17,856. The 
censors of motion pictures condemned 
41 features totalling 196 reels during 
the year. The classification under 
which these were condemned was as 
follows: Immoral 13, lawlessness and 
murder 8, gruesome 1, vulgar 8, sug¬ 
gestive 8, travesty on religion 8. There 
were also 419 eliminations made in 
other films. During the year there 
was only one appeal from the censor 
board, and its decision was sustained. 
There were 20 convictions during the 
year, with a total of 5403 in fines. 

Five carloads of cattle will be ship¬ 
ped from Edmonton for the British 
market, having been purchased by 
private interests from Scotland. The 
shipment include some particularly 
good cattle, a large number of them 
having been fattened at the university 
farm.

THESUMMERFALLOW 


Supcrintedent of Experimental Farm, 
Brandon, Tells When to Plow 
The Summer Fallow 


Why You Should 
Use a Mild Soap 


In an experiment conducted for ten 
years at Brandon Experimental Farm 
the average yield of wheat per acre 
from summer fallowed land ploughed 
May 16th, June 16th and July 16th of 
the previous year has been 37 bushels 
41 lbs. for May 16th ploughing, 86 
bushels 83 lba. for June 16th plough¬ 
ing, and 29 buahela 48 lba. for July 
15th ploughing. 

May ploughing has therefor* shown 
a slight advantage over June plough¬ 
ing, while the latter has shown a very 
‘ decided advantage over July plough¬ 
ing. It is hardly practicable to re¬ 
commend May ploughing for summer 
fallow, as that month is usually filled 
with seeding operations. However the 
advantage which May 15th has over! 
June 15th would indicate that the 
sooner summer fallow ploughing can 
be started without interfering with 
spring work the better. This is parti¬ 
cularly true where stinkweed is a fac¬ 
tor, as it begins to ripen seed early In 
June. 

Late ploughing of summer fallow is 
a mistake. The growth of the weeds 
wastes the moisture; the weeds ripen 
and shell seeds which are a cause of 
trouble in future; and the operation 
requires more power and is harder to 
do properly when done late. It should 
be the object of 'every farmer to get 
his summer fallow all ploughed early.
